The Nomina‘ion of the Ex-Collector to Be Withdrawn, 
and e@ lawyer to Be Nominated—New Aspirants 
in the Field—Mr. Brown in the Sen- 
ate and Mr. Blouut in the House. 


Special vispatch to the Constitution. 

Wasnsincton, July 25.—When Atkins was 
nominated I telegraphed you that he could 
not be confirmed. JI think his friends will 
admit the truth of that statement to-night. 
‘They have done everything they could in his 
behalf, but have not been able to answer the 
two objections to their man. These are that 
he is incompetent 4s a lawyer, and that his 
record in the treasury service is such as would 
make his confirmation improper. President 
Arthur nominated Atkins for political 
reasons, He was the_ representative 
of the Georgia syndicate, a ma- 
chine organized ot secure control 
of the republican party in Georgia favorable 
to Arthur. I think five republicans would 
vote against Atkins if his case came up to- 
morrow, and the democrats are solid. All 
Atkins’s resuurces are exhausted, and such is 
the result. The president has been advised 
- in and out of the cabinet to withdraw the 
nomination.- I hear to-night, from excellent 
authority, that this will be done. Some fear 
was entertained a few days ago that the presi- 
dent would, by the influence of friends in the 
senate, delay action On the case until the 
recess, and then appoint Atkins, but 
that is not now probable. If Atkins is with- 
drawn the syndicate will present Farrow as 
its candidate. Fursyth, of Rome, will be 
added to the list of former candidates. Judge 
McCay has very strong influences in the cabi- 
net, and one repurt is that he will be nomi- 
nated in place of Atkins.” Something detin- 
ite will probably occur this week. 

BKOWN AND BLOUNT, 

Senator Brown gave some sensible talk on 
the revenue bili in the senate to-day. He 
said the proposition to reduce the tariff on 
‘sugar removed protection from one of the few 
interests in the south, fostered under the 
present system. Coupled with this comes 
&@ proposition to increase the tariff on cotton 
ties a hundred per cent. While he was favora- 
ble to any measure reducing internal taxa- 
tion, h@ sheuld oppose this bill if burdened 
With such riders. Hetakes no stuck in the 
sophistry that the tax on cotton ties is no bur- 
den to the pianter. It now seems. that 
the republicans will so cripple and load the 
revenue billin the senate that it will be de- 
feated. Messrs. Brown and beck pourec hot 
shotinto the sugar and cotton tie amend- 
ments. In the bouse Mi. Blount led a succes- 
ful opposition to the report of the conference 
conimittee appropriating four bundred thou- 
sand dollars tv the Potomac flats. Mr. Blount 
said he did not oppose the amount but the 
plan of expending :he money in a question- 
able way, and that, too, on land to which the 
government's title was disputed. An etfort 
will be made to reconsider to-morrow. The 
slow progress of the senate will make adjourn- 
ment impussible before the end of next week. 
Members continue to leave the city, buta 
large quorum is still here. F. H. R.

A rumor was prevalent yesterday to the 
effect that the nomination as judge of the 
northern district of Georgia had been offered 
to Colonel C. D. Forsyth, of this city. The 
fact thatthe president has nominated Mr. 
Atkins for the place, and that the senate has 
not yet acted on that nomination, would 
seem to render this report improbable. But 
we learn that there is no doubt that Colonel 
Forsyth has been summoned to Washington, 
and has gone there. We hope that the report 
may turn out to be true, if Atkins is to be 
withdrawn and Forsyth substituted, for 
Colonel Forsyth is a iawyer of good ability 
and standing, and is by no means a bitter 
partisan. He is highly esteemed in this com- 
munity, and bas many friends who would be 
glad for him to obtain the position. 


THE SUGAR TAX, 


————— 


The River and Uarbor Bill ie the Mouse—The Ship. 
bullding Resolutien. 

WaAsHInaton, July 25.—In the senate, Mr. 
Plumb, from the committee on public lands, 
reported favorably a bill to grant the right of 
way over the public lands and military reser- 
vation to the Jacksonville, St. Augustine and 
Halifax river railroad company. Placed on 
the calendar. Mr Jonas, of louisiana, pre- 
sented’a memorial from steamboat owners, 
capteins and pilots for an increased appropria- 
tion to the ligothouse boara. Reterred. Mr. 
Morgan, from the committee on _ public 
Jands, reported a house bill allowing 
certain parties to lay pipes and acqueducts 
under lake Pontchartrain to connect its 
northern shores with New Orleans. Passed. 
The senate indulged in an hour’s debate with- 
out action, upon the printing ofreports of the 
tenth census, when the conference report 
on the river and harbor bill was presented 
and adopted. The appropriations for surveys 
of the Delaware and Chesapeake canal and 
the Hennepin canal, are reduced 
from 320,000 to $10,000, and from 
$600,000 to $300,000, respectively, 
and a provision is added in each instance that 
the governwent shall not thereby be commit- 
ted in favor of proceeding to the construction 
of improvements. The amount voted for the 
Potomac flats improvement is reduced from 
$500,000 to $400,000, and the appropriation for 
the Mississippi river below Cairo from $5,000,- 
000 to $4,123,000, which is the amount fixed 
by the house. The latter item is 
further amended so as “to _ pro- 
vide that the work of improving 
the river shall be prosecuted under the direc- 
tion of the Mississippi river commission as 
proposed by the house, instead of by the sec- 
retary of war,as provided bv the senate. The 
total of the general appropriation for the 
Mississippi river is $5 483000. The total of 
the Lil with these ciunges is $18,743,875. 
Mr. Hale presented the conference report on 
the deficiency appropriation bill. The only 
item upon which concurrence had not been 
reached by the former conference was that in 
regard to senatorial mileage for the extra ses- 
sion. Upon this point disagreement had 
again occurred. The report wasaccepted, the 
senate insisted upon its disagreement, and 
ordered a new conference. Consideration of 
the revenue bill was resumed, the question 
being.on Mr. Haile’s amendment to the sugar 
duty section, to strike out the requirement 
for government tests of the sacharine strength 
of sugars in determining the duties. This 
would leave the section to provide simply 
that the sugar duty shall be what it was 
before the 25 per cent additional duty was 
put on. The amendment was adopted— 
yeas 35, nays 25. Mr. Harris moved to sub- 
stitute for the section a provision for a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cenf on all imports after Janu- 
ary 1, 1883,and an additional 10 per cent 
after January 1, 1884.

ARTLESS ARTHUR 


Will Allow the Clerks to Pay or Refuse at Will. 

Wasuineton, July 25.—The cabinet to-day 
considerec Attorney-General Brewster's opin- 
ion recently published that members of con- 
gress are beyond the reach of the law against 
political assessment, under which General 
Curtis was last week convicted and fined in 
the United States court in New York. Presi- 
dent Arthur expressed himself to the effect 
that no personin any one of the executive 
departments declining to contribute shall, on 
account be subjected to discharge or 
criticism, and no attempt to injure 
him on this ground will be countenanced or 
tolerated. These conclusions are in accord- 
ance with the views expressed by the presi- 
dent in his letter of acceptance of July 15th, 
1580. Theopinion of Atterney-General Brews- 
ter was given upon a letter written by Mr. A. 
Thomas, chief of a division in the second 
comptroller’s office of the treasury. Mr. 
Thomas’ letter was addressed to Secretary 
Folger, and was by him referred to the attor- 
ney-general. A _ letter from Folger’ to 
Thomas is among the documents 
submitted at the cabinet meeting to-day. Af- 
ter answering Thomas’s inquiries upon the 
legal question, and quoting from the attorney- 
general's opinion thata member of congress 
is not an officer of the government within 
the meaning of the law in question, the secre- 
tary says: ‘‘It follows that executive officers 
and employes of the United States not ap- 
pointed by the president, with the advice and 
consent of the senate, are not liable to 
the pains and penalties of sec- 
tion 6 of the act of August, 
1876, for the act of giving to a member of con- 
gress money, property or other things of 
value. Secretary Folger concludes his letter 
as follows: *‘But 1 will take this place to say 
that Ll wish itfelt throughout the treasury 
department, in all of its ramifications of 
service, that no servant of the United States 
therein need feel the slightest pressure upon 
him to give, if he does not wish tovgive. If 
he has that be:ief in the soundness in princi- 
ples of the republican party as to desire their 
sustentation and success, and to be willing 
and desirous of showing his faith by his works, 
and feels that he is able to aid, let him give of 
his substance or Sf his income, as he sees [it; 
orif he is of the other political faith, or the 
claims of family or the needs of self, pinch 
his purse, and he wishes not to give, let him 
freely retrain therefrom. i would have him 
think and feel and do asif in the religious 
meetinghouse of his choice, where the preacher 
should lay beteore him the needs of some 
cause. If it commended itself to his jud gp 
ment, and he felt able and willing to spare o 
his pelf, he wouldgive. If it was otherwise 
he would hold fast that which was his own 
So absolutely soin the matterin hand. Let 
it be understood and felt by all those who 
hold places under me that whichever way 
they take, they may take it unmolested by 
me. Therefore I say as 1 mean; I will do as 
I say.’’ 

NEW BANKS ORGANIZING, 

The president today nominated M. S§S. 
Joslyn, of Illinois, to be assistant secretary of 
the interior, vice Alonzo Bell. 

Forty-nine national banks have begun pro- 
ceedings for reorganization under the bank 
charter extension act. To all of these new 
notes must be issued. The distinctive feature 
of the new $5 note will be a portrait of Gen- 
eral Garfield. 

John C. Hamilton, a son of Alexander 
Hamilton, died to-day at Long Branch, N. J. 

The house elections committee to-day 
adjourned until the first Tuesday in Decein- 
ber. This postpones action on the following 
contested election cases until next winter: 
Cooks vs. Cutts, from the 6th district of Iowa; 
Buchanan vs. Manning, from the 2d district 
of Mississippi; Lee vs. Richardson, from the 
Ist district of South Carolina; and Zessing- 
haus ys. Frost, from the 3d district of Mis- 
sour. 

GUATEMALA AND MEXICO. 

No information has been communicated to 
the government here as to any agreement be- 
tween Guatemala and Mexico touching the 
disputed boundary question. It is believed, 
however, that the matter is in a fair way to 
reach adjustrment. The president, itis under- 
stood, is unwilling to arbitrate unless request- 
ed by both parties to do so.

REARDELL’S CONFESSION. 


Judge Wylie Admits it as Evidence Against the 
Stnr Routers—MacVeagh and James teatify. 

Wasuincton, July 25.—In the star route 
trials to-day ex-Attorney-General MacVeagh 
and ex-Postmaster-General .James were on 
the st.nd, and testified .to their interviews 
with Reardell. one of the defendants, whereat 
Reardell confessed to the whole conspiracy. 
Mr. MacVeagh first took the stand, and at the 
first question put te him by the prose- 
cution Mr. Ingersoll, for the 
defense, objected to the competency 
of the confession as testimony at all, and par- 
ticularly now, when, as he said, no conspiracy 
had been established. The eng was argued 
by Ingersoll and Merrick, after which Judge 
Wylie admitted the confession. In giving 
this. decision Judge Wylie said: ‘The evi- 
dence before the court is sufficient to show that 
several contractors had mutual and intimate 
relations with each other in several contracts. 
There is evidence to show that there was a 
great abuse of power by the second assistant 
post master-general in regard to these orders 
tor expedition. Here is money paid out with 
out adequate return, paid to afl these parties, 
and the expedition increased by the 
second assistant postmaster-geoeral £0 
that at small contract assumes 
large proportions. These . are things 
net to be poo-poobed away. There are facts 
going to establish alarpus delicti and estab- 
lish a charge of criminal conspiracy. This 
combination may be innocent enough, yet by 
collusion of parties it may be converted into 
acrime.’”’ The defense noted an exception, 
but the two ex-officiais proceeded to repeat 
the Readell confession to them, as here*tofore 
published.

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A Plea for American Shipping. 

W AsHINGTON, July 25.—Representative Bel- 
mont, of New York, to-day presented and had 
referred to the committee on commerce a 
memorial signed by J. D. Jones, J. Pg Pauli- 
son, Stephen Crowel, F. B. Beecher, A. A. 
Low & Brother, the American shipmasters’ 
association, the general insurance co:mpany of 
Dresden, and others, in which the signers 
state that they believe the shipping of this 
country to be itself an important factor in 
the welfare of the nation, and entertain 
the full conviction that the foreign 
trade of the country is closely related to 
the industries of agriculture and manufac- 
ture, and that the present decline of the 
United States tonnage has a depressing influ- 
ence on all interests of the country, besides 
depriving of employment a large class of citi- 
zens who would seek the sea for a livelihood. 
They also beiieve that a revival of this inter- 
est can be tacilitated by wise changes in ex- 
isting laws, and therefore respectfully ask 
that acommittee of congress may be appoint- 


ed to consider the subject, with authority ' 
to sit during the recess and report at the next 
effort session. : 


VOTING FOR WAR. 


A MESSAGE FROM THE QUEEN TO 
PARLIAMENT. 


A Vigorous Three Month’s Campaign ito Be Pushed 
Against the Rebel War Minister--The Credit 
Debated in Parliament—<Action of the 
French Chambers—Italian Criticism. 


LonpoN, July 25.—In the house of com- 
mons, this afternoon, the speaker read a mes- 
sage from the queen announcisg the calling 
outof the reserves _in consequence of the 
troubles in Egypt. Mr. Gladstone moved 
that the message be considered to-morrow. 
The debate was resumed on the motion fora 


vote of credit for the force for Egypt. 

Sir Charles Dilke, under foreign secretary. 
said the kheaive had the support of the most 
respectable part of the native population. 
The government desired, aiter relieving the 
people of Arabi Pasha’s tyranny, to have 
them manage their own affairs. The highest 
military authorities thought a three months’ 
vote, which was the time the sum now asked 
for was expected to last, would be sufficient. 
Sir Wilfred Lawson violently condemned the 
vote. 

The marquis of Hartington, secretary of 
state for India, stated that the number of 
troops to be ordered to Egypt from India is 
between 7,500 and 10,000. Sir Charles Dilke, 
under secretary for the foreign department, 
replying to an inquiry = from Sir 
Stafford Northcote, said the porte 
has not accepted the identical 
note, but has stated that it considers the 
essence of the note to be a proposal to send 
troops, and it accepts that essence. It is en- 
tirely open to the porte at to-morrow’s con- 
férepce to discuss the conditions. In the 
house of lords this afternoon, the motion to 
charge the expense of sending Indian troups 
to Egypt on the Indian revenue 
was agreed to. Viscount Enfield, 
parliamentary under secretary of state 
for India, stated that the Indian council had 
to-day approved the project of sending to 
Egypt a contingent which would not exceed 
6,000 men with a small reserve. A proclama- 
tion has been issued summoningthe reserves 
to assemble by the second of August. The 
proclamation further directs that all soldiers 
who, on and after this date would otherwise 
be entitled to be transferred to the reserves 
shall continue to serve until discharged. 

IN THE FREMCH CHAMBERS, 

Paris, Juiy 25.—Adimiral Jourerginebury, 
prefaced his motion for a credit last night, by 
stating that eight vessels traversing the cana! 
throughout its length would be able to protect 
the merchant vessels; that eight thousand 
men would be kept in Egypt for a land force, 
and that four thousand men would be dis- 
patched at once to be distributed between Port 
Said and El Kantarah. The senate to day dis- 
cussed the motion for a credit for the protee- 
tion of Suez canal. M. DeFreycinet said it 
was necessary to maintain the English alli- 
ance. The conference would not resuitin the 
issue of a mandate to any power, but its de- 
liberations would serve to explain the atti- 
tude of Europe with regard to France. The 
credit was agreed to by a vute of 214 to 5. 

WAITING FOR PLUNDER, 

Lonpon, July 25.—Relative to the invita- 
tion to Italy to co operate in the protection 
of Suez canal, itis significant that the Dietto, 
of Rome, which, though recently disavowed 
by the government, represents the tone of the 
whole italian press, contains an article de- 
claring that it is a matter for congratula- 
tion that Italy has not allowed 
hers If to be dragged into this 
dangerous affair; that Germany and Austria 
will, like Italy, allow England and Il’rance to 
carry out their plans, but the complications 
will afterward arise and then at the proper 
moment the central European powers will 
doubtless remember Italy’s loyalty to their 
allegiance. 


THE ASSEMBLED CHIEFS. 


A Lecture to Arabi-Ragkeb Pasha an Unfaithtul 
Creature— Mysterious Plots. 

Lonpon, July. 25.—The correspondent of 
Reuter telegram company at Alexandriasays: 
The Moniteur Egyptian has reappeared here 
with the heading ‘TheOfticial Jeurnal of the 
Government of the Khedive.”’ It contains 
the following proclamation by the khedive: 
“On perusingthe order for the dismissal of 
Arabi Pash from the office of minister of war 
you will know the great motives which neces- 
sitated jis dismissal. Henceforward he will 
have noauthority over you. Whosoever agrees 
with his designs and movements will have 
participated in hiscrimes. Whosoever shows 
obedience and conforms to our rule deserve 
honor, courtesy and good “remuneration. 
You must be aware that the country is sur- 
rounded with dangers and perils, for the 
powers have agreed on Turkish intervention 
forthe reform of the country without dam- 
aging the privileges of the firmans granted to 
Egypt. Iam convinced that you will con- 
form yourselves to my orders, which cannot 
have any object other than the welfare of the 
country. He who obeys my orders will be 
rewarded; he who does not will have to blame 
himself on being punished, After the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria a council of war was 
held under our presidency. Devrisch Pasha 
assisted and Arabi Pasha was present. It 
was decided not te surrender the ports until 
ordered by the sultan. A telegram was sent 
to Constantinople to this effect. Arabi 
Pasha then returned to Alexandria. I ordered 
him to reinforce the forts. He replied that 
he would never do so, ahd then started for 
ees Unless I was certain that the 
object of France and England was not to take 
possession of Egypt, but merely to restore 
order, I should have been the first to give my 
life in defense of the country.’’ Ove of the 
two members here of the deputation repre- 
senting the notables of Cairo brought a copy 
of a proclamation secretly circulated vy Rag- 
heb Pasha, stating that England had declared 
war against al Egyptians. The khedive has 
consequently been strongly advised to 
dismiss Ragheb Pasha from the ministry 
and place him under arrest. it is reported 
also that as the ministers are the mere crea- 
turesof Arabi Pasha, the khedive will dismiss 
them all, and form a new ministry under 
Cherif Pasha. The deputation after learning 
the true state of things here will try to return 
to Cairo, and inform their colleagues of the 
facts. The khedive has sent a vessel to Suez 
to bring hither Cherif Pasha. 

LUPTI'S PROMOTION.

ALEXANDRIA, July 25, 7:45 p.m.—The khe- 
dive hasappointed Omar Lufti, formerly gov- 
ernor of Alexandria, minister of war and 
marine. The ministry are preparing another 
proclamation ordering the people net to obey 
Arabi Pasha. An employe of the palace has 
gone to Kafi El Dwar with the decree dis- 
missing Arabi from the ministry.

IN THE NAME OF TH« PROPHET. 


Eighty-Five Mutilated Bedlies— Women Outraged 
and Beaten. 

Lonpon, July 25.—The Times has the fol- 
lowing: Alexandria, July 24.—An Italian 
refugee says he saw eighty-tive European 
bodies lying in the streets of Tantah. Two 
English women jumped from the windows 
and were killed, in order to escape outrage. 
Arabi Pasba put on a train to carry away the 
Christian survivors, and about one hundred 
persons boarded it. No sooner were they 
seated than a determined attempt was made 
to murder them, and it was only 
frustrated by a friendly native 
causing the _ train to __— start. The 
inspector of Codastie, at Toukh, speaking of 
the massacres there, says: ‘‘l saw women vio- 
lated and murdered. The dismembered arms 
and legs Of massacred Europeans were lying 
around on the streets. The soldiers and rab- 
ble fought for loot. A Bedouin sheik, with 
twenty Bedouins, saved the inbabitants of the 
Jewish quarter, and took them to his villaget. 
Another sheik saved myself and party. The 
mob from Alexandria murdered three em- 
ployes of Codastie, and their families Sand 
burnt their bodies with petroleum.”’

THE ROAD TO INDIA,

De Lesseps Watching His Big Ditch—A Gevornor’s 
Flight to Arabi. 

Lonpon, July 25.—The Exchange telegraph 
company has received the following dispatch: 
‘Alexandria, 6 p.m.—The British troop-ship 
Malabar and the men-of-war Orion and Cygnet 
have left here for Port Said. Advices from 
that place report that the governor of Ismaila 
has fled to Arabi’s lines. I had an interview 
with M. de Lesseps today. He admitted 
he had changed his opinion as to the 
bombardment and now held that England 
was justified, and he considered it expedient 
that she should occupy ‘horoaltht so 
long as would be necessary to thoroughly re- 
establish the authority of the Khedive. He 
was, however, most averse to the British ad 
vance, and asserted that there is no occasion 
whatever for the employment of the Indian 
troops or the occupation of the country. He 
denounced this course as at once unjustifjable 
and most perilous, while he believed that 
Arabi’s army, if left to itself, would gradually 
dissolve. M. de Lesseps made light of danger 
to the Suez canal, and said that in no Cause 
could Arabi do more mischief than couldina 
few hours be repaired.

THE RED MEN. 


A Terrorizing Organization |! est Virginia—Thelr 
Influence and Their Object. 
Special Dispatch to the Cincinuatl Enquirer. 
Wueetine, W. Va., July 23.—Something 
more than a year ago a seriesof outrages were 
committed in Barbour county, this state, by 
an organization known as the ‘‘Red Men.’’ 
For months they terrorized the county,taking 
men from their houses and whipping them 
in the most brutal manner, and utterly defy- 
ing all attempts to punish them. The band 
numbered four hundred and forty vath bound 
members, some of whom Were both wealthy 
and influential. and for a long time their in- 
fluence was sufficient to prevent any punish- 
ment. Finally, however, several of the band 
were indicted, and at the next term of the 
court one of them was convicted and sen- 
tenced to a year’s confinemént in the county 
jail. Soon after hisconviction, taking advan- 
tage of a dark night, a band of Red Men, 
about one hundred strong. rode into Philippi. 
where their comrade was confined, assauited 
the jailer, released the prisoner and left. The 
jailer recognized several of the band, and 
they were promptly indicted, and after a 
long delay two young men named Houser 
and Price, two of the band, were tried, and 
on Saturday sentenced to pay a tine of $100 
and one year’s imprisonment in the county 
jail. To-night both of the men arrived here 
in charge of the Sheriff of Barbour county, 


keeping. It seems that after theirewconviction 
the young men ‘‘gave away’ the whole sys- 
tem of the orgunization—the signs, pass- 
words, grips, etc.,. together with a list of the 
members, which rendered their removal a 
matter of nevessity in order to save their lives 
from the vengeance of those whom they had 
exposed, The whale country is greatly ex- 
cited, as the list is believed to include sev- 
eral of the most prominent and influential 
citizens.

there are nearly 3,000,000 of voting citizens of 
foreign birth. The liquor traflic being in 
(hio the local issue, the democrats, consis 

tently with the doctrine they haveever main- 
tained, resolved in favor of the largest indi 

vidual liberty consistent with the public or- 
der and opposed sumptuary legislation, and 
upon this local issue alone it is confidently 
believed that the democracy will carry Ohio 
in October. But the Ohio democrats also, 
and prominently. denounced republican ex- 
travVagance in the public expenditures and 
demanded a reduction of the burdens of war 
taxes, This is the issue which will univer- 
sally pervade the fallcampaigns. The repub- 
licans are pong ae 2% but unavailingly en 

deayoring to befog the public mind, deceive 
the people and set up the groundless and 
lying theory that the record of the republi- 
cans in this session of congress is a record in 
favor of the reduction of taxation. They are 
aware that, 

PURLIC INDIGNATION 

Hangs ever their heads like the sword of 
Damocies. They are struggling to escape the 
just punisument which confronts them in the 
ballot-boxes. The figures showing the enor- 
mous growth of taxation in recent years have 
repeatedly—aimost tediously—been printed 
and commented on, but they are nevertheless 
eloquent. The federal taxation in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1880, was $330,000,000. In 
the following year it amounted to $360 000,000. 
In the fiscal year jast closed it amonnted to 
nearly $405.000,000, an increase in two years 
of $75,000,000. Ip the mean time, owing to 
the reduction of the principal and interest of 
the public debt, the ordinary expenditures 
of the government have been rapidly di- 
minishing. In 1880 the payments on ac- 
count of interest and preminm on the public 
debt were $98 000,000; in 1881, $83,000,000, or 
a decrease of $15,000,000, while the interest 
account of last year was $70,000,000, and for 
the fiscal year just begun the interest account 
will be about $65,000,000. But for the fraud- 
ulent pension payments the total ordinary 
expenditures for the current fiscal year, in- 
cluding the sinking fund, ought not to éxceed 
$250,000,000. If the taxation this year follows 
the rate of increase that has obtained during 
the last two years, there will be collected in 
taxes this year about $450,000,000, or nearly 
$50,000,000 more than was collected last year, 
and last year there was a surplus revenue over 
and above the ordinary expenditures of the 
government, including interest on the public 
debt, of more than $150,000, 000. ‘ 

REPUBLICANS ALARMED. 

The republicans may weil be alarmed at 
such a showing. They may well flee from the 
wrath to come. What, in the face of these 
facts, has been the republican effort in this 
congress to reduce this exorbitant taxation? 
How, in the face of these facts and in the face 
of the republican record in congress can the 
republiean party have the impudence to ap- 
pear in the character of the friend of the tax- 
payer? 

Ini the first place the republican party deci- 
ded by caucus that there should be no reduc- 
tion of taxation long weeksago. This was 
done in the Jight Of all the facts, important 
and commanding as they are, which are reci- 
ted above. 

The taxation: was known, the surplus reve- 
nue was known, but the republicans in caucus 
resolved months ago that there should be no 
reduction of taxation, though the chairman 
of the ways and means committee pleaded 
with much earnestness in favor of some re- 
duction. How, after that caucus acfion, can 
the republicans claim that’ they were origi- 
nally in favor of re@®cing taxes, especially in 
view of their extravagant appropriations? 

THE FIRST MOVE 

In the second place it was not till the con- 
gress had been in session seven months with 
out making a move towards the reduction of 
taxes that a: other republican caucus reversed 
the finding of a previous republican caucus 
and determined to do something towards. 
diminishing the burdens of the people. It 
was only when whipped by public sentiment 
that the republicans meved ap inch in this 
direction. When they moved, how did they 
move? Not in the interest of the many but 
of the few; notin the interest of the poor but 
of the rich; not in the interest of the consumer 
but of the monopolies. The party must be 
judged by its caucus bill. Having been 
forced by public opinion into making some 
pretense ul redasisee of inexcusable taxasion, 
how have the republicans behaved under this 
pressure of universal indignation? The re- 
publican action once more was caucus action. 
fhe republican caucus decreed that $1,800,000 
should be given to the patent-medicine men. 
The internal revenue machinery costs $5,000 - 
000 annually. There was no republican at- 
tempt to lessen this expense by a dollar or to 
reduce this internal revenue force by a singie 
employe. The senate republican caucus 
offered tariff amendments to this tax bill 
equally inefficient for the relief of the people. 

WHATTHEY PROPOSE 

They proposed ty hand over the sugar du- 
ties to the discretion of the secretary of the 
treasury and his agents; they proposed toadd 
$1,000,000 to the taxes of the cotton growers 
of the south in the taxes on hoop-iron; they 
propose a reduction of the tariffon Bessemer 
steel of $8 per ton, when aduty of $20 now is 
equivalent to a duty of $28 when the tax was 
imposed, and while a duty of $20 i» still pro- 
hibitory and the Bessemer steel investments 
pay 77 per cent annual dividends. This is 
called a reduction of taxation. The two 
prominent facts are tbat the republicans in 
control of this congress perempturily refused 
to reduce taxation until forced by popular 
clamor to do something in that direction, and 
when so forced they juggled the business so 
as to affurd no real relief to those who need 
relief, but so as to help those who grow ricb 
in proportion as they pay taxes. 

ALTERING THE FACTS. 

The vehement republican endeavor to alter 
the facts in connection with the history of 
this congress in respect of taxation will be- 
come a melancholy failure. Tlie yotesin the 
senate on the tax bill are already condemna- 
tory of the republicans. If c¢ s should 
adjourn without reducing taxation, the re- 
sponsibility will rest with the republicans 
and the public wrath will be visited upon

The Strike at the Cleveland Kelling Mills Ended by 
the Men Surrendering. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 25.—The strike at the 
Cleveland rolling miils, which began May 8, 
may now be definitely pronounced ended, A 
committee of six strikers cailed on President 
Chisholm, at the conrpany’s office, to say the 
men had been deceived into going intw the 
strike, and desire to return to work. Mr. 
Cuisholm declined to receive them as a com- 
mittee, forthe company’s pelicy is not to 
recognize the unien ip any manner, and in 
receiving men to work they are required to 
sign a document agreeing not to he governed 
by the union.

TRIBL. ‘ 
The Murder of Mary Bagwell, Whose Bones Were 
Pound in a Mine—James Cook Charged With 
Murdering W. F. Nottingham—The Ital- 

ian Who Was Assaulted—O-ber News.

Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
DovuGLasviLse, July 25.—Three important 
cases are now before the superior court for 
trial. Judge Harris is presiding and is dis- 
patching things in a business like way. The 
three cases referred to are the Bagwell murder 
case, the Nottingham murder case and the 
trial of the men who assaulted the vonng 
Italian a few weeks ago with such disastrous 
results to the Italian. This last named case 
will draw a big crowd on account of its nov- 
elty. Itisa rare thing that evidence has to 
be taken through an interpreter, as will be 


done in this case. 
THE BAGWELL MURDER CASE, 


The most exciting case that is to be tried is 
that of old man Bagwell and his sons, charged 
with connection with the murder of Mary 
Bagwell, whose bones were unearthed 
in an old shaft of acopper mine, in March 
last. This case is of two-fold interest because 
it is enveloped in mystery and doubt. Mary 
Bagwell was the daughter of Willis Bagwell, 
a farmer who resided two miles from Villa 
Rica. She was a wayward girl and did not 
confine herself to the paths of virtue, and 
her disregard of chastity made ber the mother 
of a baby before she had paid 
the usual and very proper visit to 
hymen’s altar. Her son is now living in Car- 
roliton, and is esteemed a very worthy young 
man. Buta still greater disgrace awaited the 
frail Mary. In July, 1865, she was again ina 
delicate condition, and suspicion pointed to 
Barney Hargrove, a negro hand on her 
father’s farm, as the probable cause of her 
second trouble. One night in July of the 

ear mentioned, Mary Bagwell disappeared. 
No clue to her whereabouts was known, and 
very little interest in her was manifested 
even by her friends. It was generally sup- 
posed that she had gone the way of all who 
fall so low, and was an inmate of one of the 
dens of disgraced and abandoned women 
in Atlanta. Atthetime of her disappear- 
ance the negro Hargrove was also missing, 
but be subsequently turned up. Since then, 
however, te has died, at least nothing is 
known of him. Since the night of her mys- 
terious disappearance in July, 1865, no tidings 
have ever come from Mary Bagwell. 

THE BONES IN THE SHAFT. 

About a mile and a half from Villa Rica 
on the Dallas highway, a neighborhood road 
turns to the right and Jeads over tbe hills for 
about a mile, where in the midst of a dark 
and unfrequented forest and upon the crest ofa 
knob amang the hills, is a shaft of a deserted 
copper mine, known as the Hill copper shaft. 
When being worked, the shaft was ninety 
feet deep. It was eight feet square, 
and in 1854 the’ owners left it, a 
dangerous and desolate looking hole away off 
by itselfin the midst of that dense wood. 
lor nearly thirty years that shaft remained 
undisturbed save by the elements. But the 
rains and storms were gradually filling it up 
until a few months ago a company deter- 
mined to test the value of the ore. The old 
shait was nearly filled’with dirt and debris 
and water. The wgter was pumped out and 
the work of removing the accummulated 
debris of twenty-eight years was begun. A 
few feet down the workman came upon the 
bones of a dog. The work was 
continued and on one Thursday 
in March last the spade of one of the miners, 
then fifteen feet below the top of the debris, 
threw up a human hip bone. Another 
shovelful brought more bones until finaliy the 
astonished workmen unearthed the complete 
skeleton of awoman. A closer search reveal- 
ed a second skeleton, that of an infant. With 
the skeleton was a puff corset, a gold breast- 
pin and a piece.of folded but otherwise well 
preserved ribbon. The bones were gotten to- 
gether andon the succeeding Monday an 
inquest was held. The testimony was volu- 
minous and pointed to the belief that the 
bones were those of the dead Mary Bagwell 
and her unborn baby. [he suspicions of the 
people were directed toward the family of the 
girl and the negro, Hargrove. The father of 
the girl contended taat be bad supposed that 
she was leading a life of shame in Atlanta, 
and hence made no search for her. From all 
the facts many people came to believe 
that the negro was the perpetrator of 
the murder, and. that he was aided or 
countenanced by the family, who were will-- 
ing to get rid of the disgraced girl in any way 
possible. The negro being dead, nothing 
could be done with him, but Willis Bagwell, 
the father, and Wyly and Charles Bagwell 
brothers of the girl, were put under $1,500 
bond for their appearance to answer a charge 
of complicity in the murder. To-day the 
grand jury is at work on the case, but it is 
not known whether true bills will be found or 
not. The bill charges Barney Hargroves with 
being “peg and Willis Bagwell, Charle 
Bagwell and Wyly Bagwell as being princi 

als in the second degree, and as accessories 
oe an and after the fact. and also charges 
Wyly Bagwell with being principal, and 
charges Wyly and Charles Bagwell with be- 
ing principals in the second degree and ac- 
cessories before and after the fact. It will not 
be a difficult matter to get a jury in the coun- 
ty, but itis not probable that the case will 

* come to trial at this term of the court owing 
to the fact that some testimony is not yet 
ready. The case is represented as follows: 
For the prosecution, Solicitor-General Reid 
and Mr. J. 8. James; for the defense, Smith 
& Roberts, John V. Edge, Reese & Adamson, 
and W. W. and G. W. Marion. 

THE NOTTINGHAM MURDER CASE. 

To-morrow the court will begin the trial of 
James Cook, charged with the murder of W. 
F. Nottingham last fall. Nottingham was 
bearding with a man named Mitchell, near 
the line of Douglas and Paulding counties, 
and was soon to open aschool in the neigh- 
borhood. Nottingham was a brother of Judge 
W.D. Nottingham, of the county court of 
Houston county, and was about 22 years of 
age. One day Mitchell’s hogs got into 
Cook's field and Nottingham was as- 
sisting in driving them out. Cook came 
down with his gun. A controversy ensued in 


which Cook's step-son, Hathaway, made an |}. 


Mitchell. Nottingham 
advanced to defend Mitchell when Cook shot 
him in the left breast. He walked about 
thirty yards and fell and died instantly. The 

lder Mitchell caught Cook and the two fell 
to the ground together, while Hathaway 
seized the gun and came near braining the 
old mah Mitchell Cook has been under $2,000 
bona. It is not believed that a ver- 
dict of guilty of murder wiil be secured. The 
attorneys are, Phillips and Sessions, of Mari- 
etta, and J. 8.

THE FIRST DEAD “‘REBEL.’’ 


Majer 5. R. Wright, of Albany, Gives Seme Interest 
ing Intormation. 
ALBANY, Ga., ar. 21, 1882.—Editor- News 
and Advertiser: The reasons given by you 
this morning why Colonel Fisher, who was 
killed at Bull Run, could not have been the 
first rebel killed was correct. The first sol- 
dier whe died while in the service of the 
southern states was a tailor from Augusta, 
Ga., who died in April, 1861, and the first so}- 
dier killed in battle was a beardless boy not 
twenty years old, from North Carolina, in 
May, 1861. This was the first blood shed 
in the southern cause. There were 
two First Georgia regiments . which 
wen: to the war in April, *1861. the 
First Regulars who were sent to Sa 
vanoab, and the First Volunteers who were 
ordered to Pensacola under Colonel Ramsay, 
from Augusta. There were two companies 
from Augusta, Georgia, in this regiment, one 
of boys just from school, and one of older citi- 
zens of Augusta. In the latter company was 
a tailor, who, in a frolic, caught pat in 
his bosom a garter, or as sometimes called, a 
thunder and lightn snake. There is a 
variety of this species of t, some whose 
bite is deadly and others who are not at all 
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their looks. Whilst . going | around 
with the snake in his bosom a crowd of his 
fellow-soldiers gathered around, and in a 
_— of bravado he toek it out and provoked 
the reptile until bit him on the back of his 
hand, from which he died very soon. The 
snake was killed, taken to Augusta and pre- 
served in alcohol. Being in that city a few 
months afterwards, I saw the reptile, which 
was two feet long and about the size of a 
child’s finger. All the members of the First 
Georgia regiment will recollect this circum- 
stance. 

The first soldier killed in battle on the 
southern side was at Big Bethel church, 
about fifty milesfrom Gut Town, Virginia. 
Benjamin Butler had landed the first yankee 
troops in Virginiain May, 1861, and was met 
by a Virginia regiment at the church named. 
General Wadsworth, of Connecticut, was in 
immediate command, and upon seeing the 
southern troops advancing on him jumped 
upon a log, waved hissword over his head and 
ordered his men to fire. They did so, and the 
North Carolina boy, who was a vol- 
unteer in the Virginia regiment, fell 
dead, the only one killed en our 
side. Immediately our men _ returned 
the fire, shooting the general from the log, 
and his soldiers left that battlefield. These 
two men, one on each side, was the first bleod 
shed in the war, except the men of the Mas- 
sachusetts regiment who were killed bya 
mob in Baltimore, Maryland. I was with 
my regiment in July, 1861, and visited the 
cemetery in Richmond, Va, and stood over 
the grave, at the head of which was a board 
bearing this inscription (the name I have for- 
gotten): *“‘From North Carolina, the first sol- 
dier killed in the war between the north and 
south.”’ Any of the old ‘soldiers of the Six- 
teenth Georgia regiment will recollect the cir- 
cumstances of this, the first battle of the war.

The Lightnings Freaks. 
From the Perry. Ga., Home Journal. 

About one o'clock last Tuesday afternoon a 
thunder cloud passed over Perry, and some 
rain fell. One loud explosion was heard, and 
we afterwards learned that the entrance to 
Evergreen cemetery had been struck by light 
ning. The entrance consists of three gates, a 
double gate for buggies and carriages, and a 
single gate on each side of this. Above these 
gates isan arch about ten feet higher than 
the gates, The lightning struck the upper 
horizontal piece of scantling of one of the 
gates, to which the pickets are nailed. This 
piece of timber was torn into splinters, and 
the corresponding pieces on the two other 
gates suffered likewise, though two large 
square posts intervened between the first and 
third gates, and these posts seem to be un- 
touched. Splinters were thrown fully ten 
feet from the gates. From all appearances, 
the electrical bolt must have first struck one 
of the wires on the fence and then passed on 
to the specified timbers of the gates. The 
strange feature to us is the fact that those two 
large posts were passed unharmed, and the 
highest point of the entrance, the arch, not 
touched at all.

A PLEASANT PICTURE OF THE 
CENTRAL AMERICAN REPUBLIC. 


The Beauty of Its Scenery and Healthfulness of the 
Climate—Almost Endless Feoda Productions, 
A Perpetual Supply of Fine Timber 
and Great Mineral Wealth, Etc. 


From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 
DEPARTMENT OF YZABEL, GUATEMALA, 
©. A.—Leaving New Orleans on _ the 
staunch little steamer Wanderer, of the Ma- 
checa Bros. line, one sails (or steams) across 
the gulf diagonally to Cape San Antonio, on 
the island of Cuba, thence across the Carib- 
bean sea to Belize, in British Honduras, in all 
@ journey of four days, made doubly pleasant 
by the kind manners of the officers of the 
steamer. The path into Belize from the 
ocean is an intricate one, winding through 
narrow channels and between islands and 
reefs of ceral, where no one but a native pilot 
evercan guide aship. On reaching the har- 
bor in front of the city anchor is dropped half 


a mile from shore. 
£ BELIZE 

is a place of about 5,000 inhabitants of all 
colors. Itisan English-built city, and pre- 
sents almost the appearance of one of our 
ma country towns in the United States. Its 
merthants and officers are English, and it has 
some commercial importance; ships are dis- 
charged and loaded by lighters, seryed by 
West India negroes, and a slow process it 
seems to the average American mind. The 
harbor abounds with the man-eating shark, so 
bathing is out of the question. 

After a twenty-four hours’ stay in the place, 
Wwe steam away down the coast, atwelve heurs’ 


journey to 
LIVINGSTON, 


the entry port of Gautemala. There is much 
that is grand and beautiful to see on this day- 
light voyage, but at Livingston commences 
scenery of which the renowned Hudson never 
could boast. This little city (which bears 
memories of the old Spanish days and con- 
flicts) stands on a high bluff, looking out on a 
broad bay, where thousands of ships could 
find safety and room. Nearly all of the huuses 
are built of cane and clay, neatly white- 
washed and berdered on the outer sides, and 
with their palm-thatched roofs, present a 
uniform and neat appearance. There are in 
the place some 1,500 of these, with perhaps 
two score of modern buildings, built of Amer- 
ican lumber. The streets are conspicuous for 
cleanliness, as are the houses and inhabitants, 
and run at regular angles. The town lies ona 
long and broad table land, and its natural sit- 
uation for drainage is perfect. No fevers or 
epidemics ever are known here, and the peo- 
ieiudiens. Caribs, Spanish, natives and 
Americans—have all those healthy, clear skins 
which pure mountain sea air alone can give. 
Palw, banana, mango and many kinds of 
tropical trees sliade this pleasant plateau, and 
half a-mile back comes tbe 
LOFTY, FOREST COVERED MOUNTAINS, 

from which come down breezes filled with all 
the healing talms. Lung troubles or con- 
sumption has never been known here, nor can 
they exist. The nativesare simple, provident 
people, kind almost to timidity. They labor 
little, for in this country the sea gives them an 
endless variety of fish, the forests game, and 
the lands give, without the asking, fruits of 
kinds tov numerous to mention. The trees 
and grasses give clothing and cordage mate- 
rials, which, if utilized, could make the 
wealth of a nation. Cattle, fowl, pigs and 
horses abound in this land of peace and plen- 
ty, and boots aud shoes are made from the 
hides tanned in the native manner. 

To give some idea of the great trees, I will 
tell you of a boat I saw. It was schooner- 
rigged and of eleven tons burden, and was 
one solid piece of wood, being dug out and 
shaped from a single tree. 

Leaving Livingston you go up 

THE DULCE RIVER 

(or Rio Dulce) per steamer, By the way, I 

want to say a word about this steamer. She 

is a stern-wheel river boat, built in Cincinnuti 

and her owners, Anderson & Allen, brought 
her across from New Orleans, leaving that 
port in December, and crossing in the teeth of 
a heavy northwester. No one thought it ever 
could be done, and they were reported lost, 
but after twelve days’ rough handling by the 
elements they reached their port and are now 
getting rewarded for their American pluck by 
making heaps of money on the Rio Dulceand 
its sister rivers and lakes. 

I have made a strong assertion, I know, by 
saying this river is far beyond the Hudson or 
any river | ever saw in its beauty and grand- 
eur, but I maintain it is so, and am confident 
my countrymen who. visit this land will bear 
me vut in the statement. It is from one-half 
to a mile wide and from thirty to ninety feet 
deep, with waters as clear as crystal. On one 
side mountains rise up almost perpendicular- 
ly, piled one upon another, and covered with 
woods of every kind, and almost impenetra- 
ble; on the lett are rolling plains and hilis 
varied by all sorts of level spots, with an end- 
less variety of fruits and flowers. Birdsof the 
most brilliant piumage are flving among the 
trees; parrots and monkeys enough to fill half 
a dozen menageries wilk be seen on a trip 
from the bay to Lake Yzaba!. The river has 
many graceful bends and many islands, 
and new and beautiful panoramic views 
quickly come and go. The eye never tires of 
them, but my pen is far «oo weak to do jus- 
tice to this piece of nature's handiwork. I 
can only see it in my mind and feel glad that 
itis here. Fifty miles of this travel on this 
river brings one suddenly into 

| ‘ LAKE YZABAI, 
or Isabelin English. The mountains have 
moved back seemingly to give one a clear and 
unobstructed view of this inland fresh water 
sea, forty-five miles wide and ninety mile- 
long, with beaches Jf fine sand. The tree 
covered shores on the northwest running away 
back to the mountain, and on the southeast 
the most fertile of plains, where three and 
four crops per year can be raised witli little or 
no labor; where at 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
comes a strong, refreshing breeze, lasting till 
morning and making sleep at night the sleep 
of the tired child. Fish of all kinds abound 
in this lake and all kinds of fruits on its 
shores. Corn, potatoes and all vegetables 
grow side by side withthe tropical produc- 
tions: On one side of the lake is the old 
town of Yzabal, the head of the 
government of this department  be- 
ing placed here. ‘he governor is 
GENERAL ENiiQU TORNELLO, 
one of the most estima ie and genial of men, 
and a lover of Americass and American in- 
stitutions. Heisaman who is devoted to 
the interests of his country. and is the friend 
of every one. His hearty welcome and gen- 
erous hospitality are open to all. it isa 
pleasure to have known him. We have an 
American consul here, a Mr. J. 8. Potts,from 
Louisiana, who, with his family,are ever glad 
to welcome the tourist, traveler or expecting 
settler. The Louriissmaller than Living- 
ston, but is the same in its habits of neatness. 
There can nowhere on earth be found a more 
health-giving resort forthe invalid or more 
interesting resting place for the traveler. 
Here health and peace are everywhere. To 
the cabinet-maker I would say I have count- 
ed 170 Uifferent kinds of hard and dye woods, 
and then there are an endless variety of 
palms, cedar and pine. 
THE STAPLE PRODUCTIONS 

are coffee, casava, cocoa, chocolate, cochineal, 
cotton, corn, indigo, india rubber, hemp, 
hennequen, rice, sugar cane, tobacco and 
wheat. sicotl 

The fruits are too numerous to give in full, 
but bere is a partial list: Lemon, lime, melon,

dreds of others. Drugs, medicinal plants, and 
ms of many scores of kinds, which will one 
day give this country wealth untold, are here.

them at low prices, and on long credits to the 
actualsettler. There are millions of acres of 
these lands lying to-day sige « to the hand of 
the emigrating American, where, witha few 
hundred dollars and a very little labor, a 
thriving home farm may be made in one 
season. The government will give to settlers 
every privilege and assistance. There is no 
chance for a farmer to fail here. 

PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

You can go into the smallest village in this 
republic and you will find a public school, 
where English, mathematics and the rudi- 
ments are taught. Education is obligatory 
here. Such men as Dore, Tornello and his 
kind have done this for the country and are 
doing more every day. 

By erecting a few mills here on the fine 
water-power mountain streams and small 
rivers, lumber for building can be made 
and sold ata very 4ow price, and still at a 
geod profit to the manufacturer. 

No country will ever be found to satisfy 
the lazy and indolent. Such are not needed 
here, but to the energetic, working and bus- 
iness man this country offers inducement 
which exceed by faranything that i havs 
seen in ten years of life spent in mining ane 
business through our western states and terrd 
tories. Here there is room and fair dealing 
between men and protection of property. 

I have reserved for the latter partof my 


letter some facts about. 
MINING AND MINERALS. 


Having been myself a miner and prospector 
these facts have been uppermost in my mind, 
and 1 ask mining men to give attention to 
them. On the Montaqua river, forty miles 
from here, the natives (Indians), knowing al 
mest notbing of mining, pan out with their 
wooden bowls from the sands the finest quali- 
ty of shot and flake dust I have ever seen. 
Enough is a sufficiency for them, and so thty 
only take that much. The country has never 
been prospected by miners. The country 
abounds in mountains, gulches, ravines, old 
creek beds and bars of wash- 
gravel. Somewhere above these must 
be leads of decom posed quartz, 
from whence comes the su >ply of dust which 
is im the sands. The men who come here and 
prospect, either for placer or quartz, will find 
fortunes waiting them, and I am going to be 
one of the men. Water for hydraulics is 
everywhere in plenty. This will one day be 
asecond Adler Gulch and Deadwood com- 
bined, with the addition of the New Zealand 
ledges and fissures. 

When the season in the United States is 
drawing to its close, and tourists fear the cold 
and winter months, instead of looking toward 
the continent for a winter’s stay, they should 
come here to Guatemala ‘Take steamer from 
New Orleans, and come to this pleasant land, 
where frosts never come, and where health 
and peace is always. a eS

In 
two years taxation has been increased $75,-

President Grant’s report of the condition of 
ihe Atlanta and West Point railroad must be 
4ratifying to the stockholders. The year has 
been eventful; the covenant with the West- 
ern of Alabama being the most notable event.

It shows that the passenger traffic has in- 
creased by $50,000, and the freight tonnage is 
increased over 4,000. Nearly 100,000 bales of 
cotton were transported, The net earnings 
were over forty per cent. of the gross receipts— 
an unusudl per centage. 


Wuice Mr, John H. Parnell is quietly gath” 
ering peaches in Georgia, the London press is 
making use of his name in such a way as to 
‘injure the influence of his brother, Charles 
S. Parnell. As Mr. John H. Parnell has been 
under Tue Constitution's eye for several 
years, and owns no potato patch in Ireland, 
he has been under no necessity to apply to 
Orangemen, of whom there are none in 
Georgia, to gather hiscrops. Furtherniore, 
he is in full sympathy with his brother, and 
was the guest of the Atlanta branch of the 
Irish land league last Friday night. 


Goop Secretary Folger wants his clerks to 
‘‘think and feel and do asifin the religious 
meeting-house of his choice, where the 
preacher should lay before him tie 
needs of some _  cause,’’ when Mr. 
Jay Hubbell presents his little bill, A good 
proportion of Mr. Folger’s clerks may 
never havé been to church and hence cant’ 
tell what they would feel or do when the 
minister pleaded the cause. Butin spite of 
the able secretary's statement that clerk’s 
will be unmolested by him if they don’t pay 
up, there is little doubt that heads would fall 
and the poor clerks know it. 


Mr. Jay Huppert, M.C., and Mr. T. W. 
Ferry, senator, are rival senatorial aspirants. 
Hubbell wants to get into the senate and 
Ferry, being in, wants to stay in. Hubbell is 
chairman of the republican congressional 
committee, and Ferry ¢harges him with the 
crime of distributing papers called the Grand 
Army Journal. The Journal does not admire 
Ferry’s army record, Ferry says that Hub- 
bell should not use his position in local ¢o.- 
‘tests, but Hubbell claims that he has ‘‘a per- 
fect right” .to send what papers he pleases. 
Ferry has appealed to Mr. Frank Hatton, first 
dssistant postmaster general, who will doubt- 
less hold that it is very wrong for republicans 


to plot against each other, sltuough it is ad- 


mirable work to drive democrats out. 


Wuew this congress passes into history it 
will be known as the most extravagant, at 
least since the Grant regime. It has voted 
away three hundred millions of the feople’s 
money, and would gladly go to the bottom of 
the treasury vaults if the fear of the people in 
November was not a check upon tts actions. 
It has actually increased the ordinary running 
expenses of the government to the extent of 
$25,000,000. The Keifer-Robeson crowd be- 
lieve in the black flag and many appropriations 
no matter how large. The senate is trying to 
excuse this extravagance by passing an alleged 
tax-reduction bill, but the bill is fully as 
partial and unjust as the appropriations have 
been. 


Cror counting by the newspapers still goes 
on, and still the showing is large and the 
prospect encouraging. Hogs should be cheap 
in Cincinnati's territory, according to the 
Cincinnati Gazette, which isthe latest com- 
piler of crop returns. The Gazette gives re- 
ports of the extent and condition of the corn 
crop in Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
West Virginia and Illinois, From the capitals 
of these states have been received summaries 
of the crop reports of the several states,which 
show a larger acreage planted and a greater 
average return expected. Special dispatches 
from county seats in about fifty counties in 
Ohio south of the northern tier of counties, 
and a proportionately large number from the 
other states, tell the same story in detail. The 
section of country covered by these dispatches 
is the one from which most of the hogs 
slaughtered in this market come. The indica- 
tions and prospects of the Onio crop are the 
least favorable. 


Guano Shipherd, president of the Peruvian 
company, has sent out through the associated 
press an eighty-four page pamphlet contain- 
ing the testimony which he wished to give 
before the house committee on foreign affairs, 
but which the committee declined to receive 
at its meeting on May 17th last. On looking 
the pamphlet over itis no wonder that the 
committee refused to admit the ‘‘testimony,”’ 
for it is the veriest mass of rubbish recently 
issued. The most interesting thing in it isa 
dispatch which Shipherd wanted Secretary 
Blaine to send to Minister Hurlbut at Lima, 
instructing him <~o provide President Calde- 
ron with prospectuses of the Peruvian com- 
pany, and to ‘‘notify Peru and Chili peremp- 
torily that no adjustment wilj 
be allowed which does not pro- 
vide to the satisfaction of the state depart- 
ment for the payment of the Landreau and 
adjudication of the Cochet claims, and to in- 
sist on the status quo meanwhile.’’“Before 
making this request, however, Shipherd sent 
a copy of the dispatch to General Grant by 
mail, asked his opinion regarding the propri- 
ety of its being sent to Minister Hurlbut, 
Grant took two days to consider the matter, 
replying to Shipherd that the “enclosed is 
what I think the secretary of state should 
send, in view of his instructions to Hurlbut 
and the latter’s actions, as I unders’and the 
matter. But I can ask nothing and expect 
nothing from the present secretary of state.’’ 
[t is hard to see why Shipherd issued his pam- 
phiet, he certainly proves nothing one way 
or the other; but writes himself down an ass 
as usual,

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THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 

Money continues to be abundant at all the 
money-centers, but short loans or loans on 
call are taking the place of long loans. This 
fact indicates the approach of activity in‘the 
money market, caused by the annual drain 
for the purpose of moving the great crops of 
the country. Before the end of next month 
the northwest will need no little-money to 
move its wheat crop, and the demands of the 
south on account of cotton shipments will 
follow closely after. As there will undoubt- 
edly be a great deal of both crops to 
sell, the demand for money upon the 
eastern cities will — of course be 
as considerable as it ever has been, and this 
will doubtless result in more or less stringency 
before the first of September. Our foreign 
trade is, however, picking up, and each week 
hereafter will doubtless show larger ship- 
ments. Last wee ,000 more bushels of 
wheat were exporte an were sent out the 
preceding week; and so it will continue to be, 
and there will therefore be no drain except to 
the interior. 

It is not probable that this drain will affect 
values, or interfere with trade prospects. It 
might do so if the outlook were less bright. 
The crops may be said to be good-without ex- 
ception. True, seme would have us think the 
corn crop will be short—that under the 
most favorable conditions it can- 
not exceed 1,500,000,000 bushels; 
but a hot August and late fall can doa great 
deal in the cornfields, and it will not be aston- 
ishing if the crop exceeds that of 1880. Cotton 
is another crop that is not free of uncertain- 
ties, but the vest observers regard a good 
average crop as very nearly assured. Nor is 
this all. These crops that we are producing 
beyond homé réquirements, Will be taken by 
the outside world at good prices. Egypt will 
this year have a surplus neither of cotton nor 
of wheat; Australia is afflicted with a 
drought; in Russia large wheat districts are 
turning out poorly, and the crops of England 
and France will be below an average, even if 
the weather is hereafter fine. The west and 
south will, therefore, not only have the bene- 
fits of bountiful harvests, but also of good 
prices for all they have to sell. This simply 
means general prosperity—prosperity for the 
farmers and therefore of the merchants, 
for the railroads, and for the vast body 
oi middlemen. Good and rising prices, 
busy factories, active trade, and general 
development are all involvedin the boom 
that begins, as all honest booms do begin, in 
the soil and the toil of men. The trade pros- 
pects of 1882 are just as good as those of 1880, 
and this is saying a good deal. Let us hope, 
however, that specuiazion will not run riot 
this year as it did in 1880. 

Nosection has greater reason to be thankful 
than the-south, and no state has a 
better outlook than Georgia. Wheat, 
corn, sweet potatoes, oats, water- 
melons, garden truck—and let us hope 
cotton and rice—have thriven this year as 
they have not thrived since the war. Snn- 
shme and shower have been distributed in 
excellent proportions, and the broad state 
rejoices. Let us hope that. the people 
will spend the profits of the — soil 


judiciously, reserving enough to lay the basis

et better farming and larger profits me xt year. 
rt this is done, and Providence blesses us with 
good crops another year, the old state will 
surely get along. We have many full cribs of 
corn, and every such crib should be a meat 
producer. We need more meat producers. 
We need more home-raised animals of all 
kinds. We want Georgia hogs, Georgia mules 
and Georgia steers. The meat-producing era 
is upon us. We know we can raise our own 
corn and small grains, and we should begin 
to convince ourselves that we can make our 
own meat. ace 

THE CONGRESSIONAL CONVENTIONS, 

We trust and believe that the remarkable 
spirit of harmony which characterized the re- 
cent state convention willduly impress the 
congressional conventions which are shortly 
to be held in the various districts. The spirit 
of harmony is abroad among the people, and 
the friends of candidates and aspirants would 
do well to recognize this important fact and 
utilize it to their advantage. The people— 
the mass of democratic voters—care less fr 
individuals than they do for the success of the 
party that represents the best interests of the 
state, and they know that the success of that 
party depends upon its unity and harmony. 
In some of the districts there is a serious de 
opposition to the present 
members: in others the opposition is 
not marked: while in others, there 
is no opposition to speak of. In all the dis- 
tricts, however, it is the duty of the candi- 
dates and their partisans to conform to the 
known will of the people and thus bring 
about the necessary. harmony. It may be 
said that in nota convention that assembles 
will the friends of the candidates have any 
difficulty in discovering the -choice of the 
eople. This choice is either expressed or 
mplied, and it should control the conven- 
tion. 

We alluded yesterday to the strenuous 
fforts now makingin the southern staces— 
particularly in ieorgia—to destroy the solidity 
of the democratic party. It begun in this 
state when the independent leaders were in- 
duced to desert their constituents and make 
terms with the republicans under the pre- 
tence of “‘liberalizing’’ the democratic party. 
We need not recur, for purposes of descrip- 
tion, to the various formulations of those 
who were engaged in this wretched attempt 
to turn the state over to those whose 
sole political desire is to humiliate the 
southern people by destroying’ their 
social institutions and plundering their state 
governmerts; we need not recall to the 
minds of our readers the warm terms in 
which the coalition colonels indorsed the 
Guiteau administration and commended its 
purposes. Weneed only say that the coali- 
tion made at the Markham house sstill ex- 
ists, and while the rebuke which it received 
at the hands of the public press has taught it 
caution, it is still proceedingly quietly and 
consistently in its attempt to turn the state 
over to republicanism. We say consistently, 
because the spirit of independentism which 
has made itself manifest in portions of Geor- 
gia during the past few years can only result, 
if it is successful, in turning the state over to 
the worst faction of republicanism. 

We trust, therefore, that the congressional 
conventions will follow the example of the 
state convention and consult the will of the 
people rather than the personal prefergnces of 
the delegates. The people are all ic as of 
harmony and unity. They know that divis- 
ion now will be fatal tothe party everywhere. 
They are anxious to give a verdict upon the 
attempt of the colonels of the coalition to 
turn the state over tothe Guiteau administra- 
tion. Let the candidates and their friends 
take notice and govern themselves accord- 
ingly. 

THE esteemed Cincinnati Gazette alludes play- 
fully to the fact that whenever a mule dies in At- 
lanta, THE CONSTITUTION makes a news item of the 
fact. As the mule, in a general way,is a descendant 
of the original republican and otherwise intimately 
connected with the party of universal ideas, it 
seems to us that the esteemed Gazette ought to 
shoW a proper amount of respect when alluding to 
the matter.

Consolidated Indian Agenctes. 
WASHINGTON, July 25,—The Star says: “In the 
_ Indian appropriation bill which was passed by the 
| present congress provision was made for the consol- 


_idation of a number of the Indian agencies through- 
out the west. This reduced the numbers of Indian 
agents. and in place of 12 agents 6 were appointed, 
The original number of ageuts, with this exception, 
remained unchanged In makivg the new appoint- 
ments the s cretary did not consult the various re- 
ligions denominations—a privilege which has been 
awarded to them by courtesy for a number of years. 
This departure was made in the interests ef the ser- 
vice, it is stated at the department, as it had not 
been found to resultin the selection of any better 
men than were obtained in the ordinary way.

THE BRITISH CASES COMPLETELY. 
SIFTED AND CLOSED. 


The Complaints and Controversy Between the Liver- | 


pool Cotton Brokers’ Associsetion sand the 
National Cotton Exckange of America 
— The Facts in the Case, 


From the New York Bulletin. 

The controversy on this subject, the princi 
pal parties to which are the Liverpool cotton 
brokers’ association and the National cotton 
exchange of America, may now be considered 
about closed. The allegation of the complain 
ants appears to have been thorotighly investi- 
gated, and the verdict, in brief, is ‘‘no case.” 

Now that the trade on both sides of the At- 
'lantic have all the facts before them in an 
authoritative form, we must say it is difficult 
to see how, upon an impartial hearing of 


them, any other conclusion is possible. 

Recurring to these, we find the first com- 
plaint in a communication from the president 
of the Liverpool cotton brokers’ association, 
under date of 23d of February last, to the 
president of the American National cotton 
exchange, complaining of the extensive 
adulteration of United States cotton with 
sand. It was admitted in this connection that 
in a very dry season, such as was experienced 
last year, the staple would naturally contain 
more sand than in a year «hen normal 
weather prevailed; but it was added, ‘‘com- 
plaints from spinners are so rife, and the evi- 
dence sod unaoubted as to the great excess 
which is found in this years crop, es- 
“yromaetid in the lower grades, that the 

diverpool association cannot avoid coming 
to the conclusion that wilful adulte- 
ration has been practiced, and that extreme 
carelessness has existed when ginning and 
packing the cotton.”’ As itis to the interest 
of all concerned that complaints such as tls 
should be carefully investigated, the hope was 
expressed that the American exchange would 

‘ see its way to a thorough inguiry into the 
matter,-and, if possible, frame such regula- 
tions as might prevent a recurrence of the 
evil in the future. Thé hope was fully justi- 
fied by the event. The New Orleans ex- 
change et once instructed its committee on 
trade to make a full inquiry into the subject, 
ind that body, in submitting the results of its 
labors, repels with some feeling the Liverpool 
imputation of the English spinners that the 
alleged adulterations were wilful, an impu- 
tation for which the American consul at Man- 
chester, Mr. Shaw, from lack of knowledge, is 
held to be partly responsible. 

THE FIRST COMPLAINT, 

that different kinds of cotton were mixed in 

the same bales, is answered by showing that, 

owing to our present system of labor, such 

admixture is inevitable. The same field of a 

few acres will produce cotton of various 

grades, and they have not always sufficient of 
each grade to make a merchantable bale of the 
required weight. This is especially the case 
towards the close of the season, and there is 
no means of avoiding the admixture of vari- 
ous grades in the same bale. But the mixed 
sacks are sold as such, and special orders for 
their purchase are regularly sent out by British 
and other spinners as they find it to their 
advantage to buy them at the reduced price 
at which they are sold. This being .he 
case, then, it is difficult to discover where 
the ground of complaint really lies. It is ad- 
mitted that, despite the double inspection, 
some mixed packs escape detection, and the 
same is true of fraudulent packed bales, con- 
taining layers of “‘sand, grindstones, toy 
pistols, damaged cotton or cartridges,’’ The 
spinners, however, in calling the attention of 
the consul to these matters, neglected to add 
the very important information that in all 
such cases reclamations are made by them and 
are~ paid by the unfortunate’ exporters, 
who are made to bear the loss, while 
the guilty parties go scot free, owing 
to the neglect of the spinners themselves. 
THE NEXT COMPLAINT 
is damp cotton, the crop of 1880-81 being espe- 
cial‘y indicted. The New Orleans exchange 
admit that the loss from: moisture in that crop 
wus unusually great, but they insisted that it 
was due to the character of the weather when 
the crop was gathered, and not to fraud. Our 
English friends, it is shown, very quickly be- 
come aware of the dampness, and made proper 
allowance foritin fixing the price they pay tor 
it. Tbey may lese on their first purchases of 
such a crop, but are sure to ‘get even’’ on 
subsequent purchases. We now come to sand 
and dust. The New Orleans committee, on 
these points expresses itself with commend- 
able frankness. ‘That sand and dust have 
always been, and always will be, found in 

American cotton,’’ we are told, ‘‘is a truism,”’ 

but it is denied that the adulteration is wilful. 

We quote: 

‘The wonderful discovery has been made 
that sand and dust prevail te a greater extent 
in the lower than in the higher grades of cot- 
ton, also, that ‘very rarely is a sandy lot cf 
cotton alike as regards the amount of adulter 
ation; some bales may be wholly free from 
sand, others will contain more or less, while 
two or three will be full of it.’ Your com- 
mittee consider this a refutation of the 
charge of ‘wilful adulteration.’ 

“The wilful adulteration of cotton with 
sand or dust will be about as profitable to the 
American planter as would be the adultera- 
tion of cherries with worms by an English 
fruit grower. Everyone engaged in the trade 
is well aware that the presence of sand or 
dust to the smallest extent at once reduces 
the value of cotton. Cotton, in the same 
field, will vary greatly as to the quantity of 
dust. Tbe plants near a public road will be 
very dusty, whilst those a quarter or half 
mile ot! may be entirely free fromit. The 
presence of sand and dust affect the color of 
the cotton, hence the lower grades contain 
more than the higher ones, That the United 
States consul should be made to believe that 
cotten is wilfully adulterated with sand and 
dust, your committee can readily compre- 
hend, but how London brokers, knowing as 
they do the great reduction in price caused 
by their presence, can make a sweeping charge 
of such wilful adulteration, passes their com- 

prehension.” 

The committee regret that they cannot re- 
commend a remedy of this evil, as they feel 
that could they do so they would benefit 
the planters of this country to the extent 
of many millions of dollars per annum. It 
is also incidentally suggested that spinners 
can afford to supply themselves with ma- 
chinery for the separation of the sand and 
dust from the cotton with profit to them- 
selves, but for planters to do so would in- 
crease the cost of production to such an 
extent asto drive all, except a few of the 
largest ones, out of the business. 

Superadded to the testimony of the Nation- 
al exchange, we have that of the Mobile cot- 
ton exchange, the Montgomery agricultural 
and mechanical association, and, last, but not 
least, the report of the New York cotton ex- 
change. The last mentioned has heretéfore 
been published in extenso in these columns, 
and it isumnecessary to recapitulate its con- 
clusions further than to say that they sub- 
stantially coincide with that of the National 
exchange. Beyond this testimony from the 
commercial bodies, we have also the concur- 
rent views and opinions of ieading American 
manufacturers and spinners, the whole con- 
stituting, as we conceive, as complete a vindi- 
catiog of the trade as could possibly be pre- 
sented. Under these circumstances, there- 
fore, we think we are justified in repeating 
that the controversy is now closed, and that, 
as regards the charges of our friends,the Eng- 
lish spinners, they will have to be content 
with a Scotch verdict: ‘‘Not proven.”’

POSTAL PROPOSALS. 


The New System of Postal Netes Whieh are Likcly to 
be im Use Soon Provicion of the Bill. 
By telegraph to the New York Tribune. 

WasxHincton, July 21.—The house devoted 
several hours to-day to tbe consideration of 
business reported by the post-office eommuit- 
tee, and several bills were passed. The most 
in: portant was the bill to modify the postal 
money ordersystem. It provides for tle ixsue 
of ‘‘postal notes’’ for suns less than five dol- 
lars, to meet a want which has been strongly 
felt ever since the fractional currency went 
out of cireulation. The fee for the issue of a 
postal nete is to be 3 cents, and the note js to 
be payable to bearer at the money order office 
from which it is issued, or at the office desig- 
nated by the person who procures it. Such a 
note will become invalid three months from 
the date of its issue, but a dup'icate may be ob- 
tained by payment of an additional fee of 3 
cents. The bill also modifies the fees for the 
issue of money orders, and establishes new 
rates as follows: For orders not exceeding $19, 
8 cents; for orders exceeding $10 and not ex- 
ceeding $15, 10 cents; for orders exceeding $15 
and not exceeding $30, 15 cents; for orders 
exceeding $30 and not exeeeding $40, 20 cenis; 
for orders exceeding $40 and not exceeding 
$50, 25 cents; for orders exceeding $50 and not 
exceeding $60, 30 cents; for orders exceeding 
360 and not exceeding $70, 35 cents; for orders 
exceeding $7Vand not exceeding $s0, 40 cents; 
for orders exceeding $80 and not exceeding 
$100, 45 cents: no order is to be issued fur a 
sum exceeding $100. 

The bill also provides that the amount of all 
money orders which shall have remained un- 
paid for a period of seven years shali be de- 
posited in the treasury for the service of the 

ost-oftice department. This fund shall, 

cancer, be subject to draft for payment of 
any money order more than seven years old 
upon satisfactory proof of its ownership. The 
total amount of unpaid money orders at the 
end of June, 1881, was $2,005,966 56, of which 
the postoftice auditor intimates that $1,250,000 
may be classed as unclaimed—that is, covered 
by orders which will never be presented for 
pavment. 

The house also passed the bill to consolidate 
and classify the employes of the railway mail 
service, who are hereafter all to be known as 
railway postal clerks and to be divided into 
five classes. No change is made in the sala- 
ries. 

Another bill passed to fix the compensation 
of postmasters ef the fourth class; also one to 
authorize the postmaster general to extend 
the postal service under any contract, by in 
creasing the length of the route, a distance 
not exceeding twenty miles from either end 
and pay. the contractor a pro rata amount on 
his contract for the increased mileage. 

MODEL OF THE NOTE. 
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LIVING WITH A BROKEN NECK. 
' 


A Case that Interests Physicians and Illustrates the 
Perils of Diving. 

New York, July 25.—The case of George 
Smith, aged 21, of 162 East Twenth-fifth 
street, this city, who died on July 10 in the 
Brooklyn City hospital from the effects of 
injuries received ut Brighton Beach on July 
9. by diving into shallow water, has excited 
much interest among physicians because of 
the length of time the patient lived after 
having received a broken neck. Smith, who 
ehad been drinking, wasin a reckless mocd 
when he entered the water, and, although 
his comrades tried to dissuade him, he climb- 
ed up a post about fourteen feet high and 
dived into the water, which was less than two 
feet deep. His head struck the sand and his 
neck was broken. This was the third fatal ac- 
cident that had occurred at the island in the 
past two years by reckless diving. He was 
paralyzed below the neck, and had to be car- 
ried in a blanket to the cars. He was removed 
to the hospital in an ambulance, and as he 
did not suffer pain, his case was deemed sin- 
gular. He retained all of his senses, but could 
scarcely wink his eye and he spoke with diffi- 
culty. His neck was much swollen and he 
could not take food except in liquid form, and 
then only from tea to forty drops at a time. 
He complained only of a queer feeljng in his 
head and was entirely conscious. He lived 
about twenty-eight hours and died an easy 
death. 

At an autopsy which was held it was ais- 
covered that the three top vertebra were 
badly factured and that the spinal cord had 
been canght between the jagged ends of bone 
and sawed down to a mere shred. The bones 
had received a comminuted fracture and sev- 
eral pieces came ont in the procegs of dissec- 
tion. As the case was unique the three ver- 
tebrie were removed by Dr. Pierrepont for 
preservation as specimens and the lacerated 
section Of spinal cord wascut out for preserva- 
tion in alcohol. Dr. Creamer had a similar 
case two years ago im Williamsburg, where a 
bather whose neck was broken in diving lived

Some of Their Personal Peculiarities As Exhibited 
When Addressing the Hous —Th+e Northern end 
Scuthern Members’ 5 y).—The Fuany Men, 
the Prosperous Men, tae Karnest Men.

A congressman is not always known by his 
works. They often become famous for some 
peculiar gesture or eccentricity of manner. 
When you mention the “great objector’ 
every one knows you mean Holman, of In- 
diana. Whenever an attempt is made to pass 
a bill by unanimous consent or suspension of 
the rules every one looks over to see what 
Holman is going todo, He has been in con- 
gress many years, and by his democratic asso- 
ciates is termed the ‘‘Watchdog of the Treas- 
ury.”’ He questions every motion calculated 
to appropriate a penny. He has been in con- 
gress many years, and those who recollect 
him in his early dayssay he had a good voice, 
but he haslost that attraction now, and while 
his voice is indistinct, his customary‘! object” 
is alwaysunderstood. He has a queer habit 
of throwing forward his open hand and de- 
scribing smal! circies in the air while talking. 
Another man with an odd gesture is ‘Sunset’ 
Cox, who, while facing the republican side, 
generally during the remarks has a habit otf 
extending bis right arm out as far as possible 
every now and then, as thongh reaching over 
a neighbor’s fence to steal apples. Cannon, of 
[llinois, is distinguished for a habit he has of 
stooping or squatting as a means of gesticula 
tion and suddenly rising up as though he had 
sat upon a ‘‘Bogardus kicker.’’. His left hand 
he brings up over his shoulder asif by aspring 
action, Springer, whom you nay always see 
with a button-hole bouquet, looks around 
shylv when about to speak, as though he ex- 
pected a volley of rotien eges. Abram 8. 
Hewitt generally starts off with ais thumbs 
in his pantaloons pockets, and when through 
his litthe speech, during which his voice 
sounds as though he had a hot potato in his 
mouth, qhe whirls about and sinks into his 
seat as though overcome by nervous prostra- 
tion. Robeson, whose round figure is not 
often associated with a great orator, is never- 
theless an impressive speaker. However, bis 
gestures are generally labored and peculiar. 
One of them is to extend his right hand as 
high as possible above his bead, never lower- 
ing it but for a moment or two. 

THE FUNNY MAN. 

Horr, the funny man of the house, in an- 
other of the fat men, and closely resembles 
his twin brother who resides at Wellington, 
Ohio, and who has just been nominated for 
congress. Mr. Horr has a way of clenching 
his tist and, after lowering it, bringing it up 
suddenly to the hight of his breast with evi 
dent earnestness. He tells a funny stery of 
his own canvass in the lumber districts of 
Michigan. He had heard munch of the green- 
back movement, and his investigation of the 
reports, he said, reminded him of the story of 
the Irishman who for the first time was camp- 
ing out as one of a party of backwoodsmen. 
Hearing a peculiar noise outside the tent, Pat, 
in his superstition, believed it to be some 
strange spirit lurking near. He was persuaded 
by his companions to investigate. Hereturned 
to the tent, after finding that the noise was 
made by a trgetoad, with the remark that there 
wus neither a bird nor an animal outside. 
It was simply a blamed noise. So he would 
describe the greenback movement in his dis- 
trict. It was nothing but a blamed noise. 
Kasson is all politeness and grace, and when 
he addresses the house it is with a kindness of 
manner and elegance of language that always 
win attention. His 60 years make it frequently 
necessary for him to lean upon the desks on 
either side of the aisle in which he stands. 
Judge Kelley, though nearly 70 years of age, 
stands erect, speaking with a voice that may 
be heard distinctly in any part of the hall. 

RICHELIEU ROBINSON, 

“Richelieu” Robinson, of New York, rarely 
says anything unléss there be achance to twist 
the British-lion’s tail, and then he is greatly 
troubled because of defective hearing when 
any member interrogates him, and frequently 
walks across the hall toward his questioner 
with his hand to his ear, endeavoring to know 
what is wanted. His is one of the most strik- 
ing figures in the heuse. His hair is of a yel- 
lowish gray tinge, and grows thickly upon his 
head, massing over his neck like an awning or 
shed roof. The rugged features of his face 
are not allowed to hide behind a beard, and 
he is one of the regular bhabitues of 
the house tonsorial chairs. Randall 
has a high-keyed voice, though 
he speaks with some degree of hesitation. In 
this respect he resembles Speaker Keifer. 
Robinson, of Massachusetts, always stands 
straight, with head thrown well back when 
he has anything to say. Calkins continually 
pats the palm of his left hand with his right, 
though wken warmed up to his subject he 
throws his arms about wildly. Joe Blackburn, 
the Kentucky fire-eater, talks as though he 
was this one time, if never before, speaking 
God's truth, a sort of “‘honor bright’’ style of 
oratory. Hiscock stands quietly and talks 
without a gesture. House, of Tennessee, 
always gets up to speak as though he was mad 
about something. Whitthorne rolls up his 
coat sleeves and talks rapidly. Burrows, of 
Michigan, has the most powerful voice in the 
house, Carlisle is deliberate, and his 
voice lacks depth, “Phil” Thomp- 
son, of Kentucky, said to be a good stump 
speaker, has a peculiarly high keyed voice. 
Haskell is avery tall man, and when he 
speaks his arms swing about and give him the 
appearance of a huge wind mill. Reagan,the 
ex-postmaster general of the confederacy, can 
scarcely be understood, so inarticulate is his 
speech. One may always tell when he in- 
tends to address the house. Before doing so 
he seizes every scrap of paper lying near and 
tears it up into very smali pieces, making a 
decided jitter on the floor about him. 
Paul, one of the _ readjusters, is one 
of the best. speakers in the house. 

RANDOLPH TUCKER 
is said to be a brilliant orator, but he usually 
disappoints his hearers. George Washington 
Jones, of Texas, the leading greenbacker, has 
the appeararmce of a frontier farmer. He 
dresses plainly, lives the same, and talks 
plainly in an old-fashioned way, but he is 
nevertheless a man of ability. Ex-Goverror 
Curtin does not say much unless some repub- 
lican taunts him and recalls his desertion of 
tbe old party which gave him fame. Page, of 
California, arrays speaks earnestly. His col- 
league, General Rosecrans, acts as though 
afraid to open his mouth. His hair and beard 
are now gray, and he finds it necessary to 
carry a cane in order to get along. Shallen- 
berger looks like a clergyman. His spare 
figure is rarely seen, though there is generally 
good order when he _ addresses’ the 
house, for usually speaks to the 
mg Flower, the rich democrat from New 

‘ork, Says nothing. but smiles continually. 
Blanchard, of Louisiana, is 33 years of age, 
and is one of the youngest members on the 
floor. The youngest member is Frost, of Mis- 
sourl, who was 30 years old on the 20th of De- 
ceniber last. Perry Belmont is just one day 
older than Frost. Neither is scarcely heard 
in the open session of the house. Belmont is 
said to be a hard student. Gibson, of Louis- 
iana, is or has been a college president, and 
is supposed to be one of the deepest and best 
read members. Reed, of Maine, has nota 
very musical voice, but being a very large 
man, with a pair of lungs like bellows, he ai- 
ways manages to make his remarks heard by 
the entire house. Orth is getting along in 
years, and it is with an effort that he makes 
himself heard. Ranney, of Massachusetts, is 
one of the bright men of the house. Miller, 
of Pennsylvania, a new man this session, dis- 
tinguished himself by his speech in the 
Mackey case, so mucl: so that Sam Randal! 
made the remark: ‘1 didn’t know that man 
vefore.”” Miller has a very high-keyed voice 
which he handles in a way that gives proper 
emphasis tothe point he desires to make. 
But there are many members who were 
neither born great nor can greatness 
thrust.upon them. They sit by while their 
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brethren do the talkitfg content with casting 
their votes for or against a measure that may 
be up for consideration. 


THE TUGMEN’S TERROR. 


A Strarge Vessel that ie Likely to Revelufionize the 
Carrying Trade. 
Special dispatch to the Philadelphia Times. 

Wasnincton, July 23.—There is a strange 
lookin ss¢t lying at a pier in Georgetown. 
She came up the river the other day loaded 
with ice. The tug boat captains are flocking 
about her and eyeing her with suspicion. 
When her captain isn’t looking they shake 
their fists at her. This strange craft and 
ethers which are sure to follow her will in 
time co a great deal towards breaking up the 
business of the tug boais. 

It was Thursday of last week when a three- 
masted schooner was reported coming up the 
river. business for tugs isn’t very brisk at 
best on the Potomac, and tugs from Washing- 
ton and Alexandria started down the river to 
intercept her. They found her. Nota stitch 
of canvass wasspread. As they steamed up 
she was seen tu be moving steadily along. In 
fact, the tug-men, when they had got their 
eyes opened, were surprised to see that they 
had to clap on more’ steam to prevent her 
running away ‘rom them. hey 
fullowed along in her wake in a respectful 
sort of away. Taey couldn’t make her out. 
She was evidently a sailing vessel, for she had 
three masts and plenty of room for a great 
stretch of canvas, but it wasallifurled. It 
was evident that she did not depend on the 
wind, There must be steam hidden away 
somewhere, but where was it? Not asign of 
a sinoke-stack was to be seen. Nota speck of 
smoke dotted the sky. And yet this vessel, 
loaded down with ice, shook off the tugs and 
went on her way without their assistance. 

When the vessel reached Georgetown a 
closer inspection was made. The tugmen had 
come to the conclusion long ere this that the 
stranger was @ steamer and sailing vessel com- 
bined. At Georgetown they found out all 
aboutit. The mizenmast, unlike the other 
two masts, was black. Itwas made of iron 
and was hollow. This was the smokestack. 
Down in the hold wasa little propeller en- 
gine. She burned ha:d coal, and not enough 
of itto make any smoke. Here wasthe mo- 
tive power. The tugmen didn’t likeit. They 
saw in it a plot to destroy their business and 
have been talking over the steamer schooner 
ever since she entered the river, 

Old captains in the coasting trade are of the 
opinion that this kind of vessel will do the 
~arrying business in the near future. When 
there is a good wind canvas is depended on, 
but when acalm sets in the engine is set to 
work and the coaster is turned into a steamer. 
No time is lost by head winds and calms, and 
as the engine issmall and but little coal is 
needed, steaming is inexpensive. Many large 
schooners already carry small engines for use 
in handling sails. Three-masted schooners 
are built on such a large scale in these days 
that to hoist the mainsail would requirea 
small army of sailors. Steam is cheaper. 
Steam and sails combined will cheat the tug- 
boats out of many a good job, and this is why 
the tug men of the Potomac are not in a 
happy frame of mind.

The Hudson’s Bay Territory. 
Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune. 

Ortawa, July 25.—The bishup of Moosonee, 
who resides at Moose Factory, and who is bere 
at present, in a conversation relative to the 
feasibility of Hudson bay navigation, ex- 
pressed the opinion that at the outside not 
more than four months of navigation could be 
expected—say from the middle of July to 
the middle of November. But in most years 
this could not be secured. In some years 
navigation was open much earlier than in 
others. @The mouths of the rivers were 
usually blocked with ice until a very 
late period, and he had found difficulty in 
entering the mouth of Little Whale river as 
late as August. The only good harbor on the 
bay was Port Churchill. He was extremely 
anxious that a government steamer should be 
sent to test the question. In the northern 
part of his diocese it was impossible to grow 
anvthing, but about Moose factory they had 
been able to grow afew potatoes and vege 
tablesand a little barley. Wheat had been 
tried without success. The country was well 
timbered, but the timber had no marketable 
value, consisting principally of spruce, which 
was used both for house-building and firewood.

During the 
day they visited the water~ shed 
and after inspecting the supply of water, ex- 
amined the machinery at the water works and 
expressed themselves as highly pleased with 
what they had seen. After theirreturn from 
the water works, whither they had been sent 
by Mayor English, they were taken in charge 
by-that city official and shown the entire city. 
During the war each of these gentlemen 
served in the trenches around Atlanta under 
Joe Johnson but yesterday they failed to 
recognize any old land marks, ‘They are all 
fine specimens of the Kentucky gentleman 
and, of course, are loud in their praises of At- 
lanta, and rejoice over her business prospects. 
The test of the water-works which was made 
yesterday afternoon at the corner of Decatur 
and Pryor streets, was forthe benefit of these 
gentlemen. The firemen did their best, and 
the pressure upon the plugs acted equally 
as well. Four streams were fed from the one 
main and the water, after passing through 
one bundred feet of hose, with mozzles one 
inch, one and one-eighth inch and one and 
one-half ineh and one one-quarter inch, 
climbed to the top of the Kimball house. The 
result of the test demonstrates conclusively 


that Atlanta once more has a good fire pres- 


sure, and Mayor English, with great happi- 
ness, says: ‘‘We are once more safe from fire, 
and I hope we can always remain as well pro- 
tected.”’ 
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POSTAL POINTS, 


A Talk About the Trouble in the Atlanta Office and 
About New Postal Laws 

Yesterday a ConstitvuTion reporter called 
on Postmaster Conley and asked for an inter- 
view on post-oftice matters and received the 
usual reply of “Go to Joe Nall; he knows 
more about it than I do.’’ The reporter ‘‘went 
to Joe Nall’ and asked him what he thought 
of the proposed changes in the law relating to 
Mr. Nali stopped his 
work and replied: 

“If LE subseribed for Tue Constitution— 
which I do—and wanted you tosend it to the 
National hotel by mail, it would cost you one 
cent for each issue, or about eight cents a 
pound, If, however, I were to order you to 
send it to San Francisco or Portland, Oregon, 
more than three thousand miles away, it 
would cost you just two cents a pound, orone- 
eighth as much as it would if you were to 
send it around the corner to the National 
hotel. That is the present law. The pro- 
posed law is to put all on an equality ana let 
newspapers be delivered in the citiesin which 
they are published at the same rates as they 
would be charged to other points.” 

“Will that not overload the carriers?”’ 

“Hardly. No enterprising paper could afford 
it. I get my ConsTITUTION every morning at 
five, while the mail-carrier does not reach the 
hotel until nine.” 

In reply toa request for some local post- 
oftice news, Mr. Nall said: 

“There has been some complaint about our 
distributing department. Let me tell you: it 
takes a smart man whois well posted in At- 
lanta at Jeast twelve months to learn that dis- 
tributipg case; and that, too, by hard study. 
Now let me tell you of our difficulties: On 
the 15th of April Wallace Rhodes, the best 
mailing clerk in the = seuth,  restgned. 
On the first of May Louis Seldner, 
chief registry clerk, tendered his resignation. 
These places nave been filled by very compe- 
tent men. On the first of April Frank Mills, 
with thirty years experience in post-office 
business, was chief distributing clerk, assisted 
by W F. Mills, T. E. Mills and J. W. Rapp. 
In quick succession this force left us, with the 
exception of Rapp. First, Tom Mills was ar- 
rested. Next, Frank Mills and Willie Mills 
resigned. Tom Mills’ place was filled by Ar- 
thur Eiswald. Arthur Eiswald died soon after- 
Mr. B. A. Stout was appointed chief distrib- 
uting clerk. Mr. Ad Kiswald was appointed 
to fill the plaee occasioned by the death of 
his brother. Mr. L. M. Spencer was 
appointed to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Mr. W. F. Mills. That 
wasavery strong team, and worked well 
until Mr. Stout was stricken down with rheu- 
matism, Ad kiswald was laid up with a pro- 
longed case of typhoid fever,and Mr. Spencer 
was appointed to the position of clerk between 
acre and Montgomery. This left Mr. Rapp 
with but a short experience to take charge of 
the distribution, assisted by Mr. Harvey 
Johnson, one of the trightest young men I 
ever knew. The See say it will be at 
least two months before Mr. Stout can return 
to duty, and Mr. Eiswald will be very fortu- 
nate if he returns in thesame length of 
time. I know the difficulties un- 
der which we are acting, and 
I think we are doing remarkably well. In ad- 
dition to what I have told you, Mr. Charles 
H. Hannaford, the old veteran letter carrier, 
was arrested in April; Charles Tutwiler, the 
oldest carrier in the service in Atlanta, re- 
signed on the first, and Nat Wooding has had 
to suspend, perhaps permanently, on account 
of the extra size of. his mail pouch. So you 
see the lightning is striking us on all sides. 
But there is one good thing—all the auxil- 
liary carriers, with one exception, have been 
put on full pay. 

Postmaster Conley has issued the follow- 
ing: 
‘You are respectfully requested to furnish 
the undersigned, at your earliest convenience, 
a list of the members of your firm and 
all persons in your employ, together 
with the street and number of their residences 
or boarding places, to facilitate the prompt 
and safe delivery of mail matter received at 
this office.

These slips are left by the carriers at every 
residence and business place in thecity. As 
the names are returned they will be entered 
on ten books for the ten districts, and will be 
so arranged and kept that the office will have 
a perfect city directory, which will be changed 
as rapidly as the people move from one part 
of the city to another.

COLONEL GARNETT’S MEMORIES. 


Some acta About the Man Whe Selected the Site of 
Atlanta and What He Did Here. 
From the Industrial South, 

Our highly esteemed friend, Colonel Charles 
F. M, Garnett, the veteran and distinguished 
civil engineer, whose professional life began 
with the introduction of railroads in this 
country, has been spending a few days in the 
city, and has favored us with several calls. 
His recoilections cover a long stretch of time, 
crowded with momentous events, and vi- 
talized by energies that have wrought a pro- 
gress and development such as this or any 
other: ountry never experienced in an equal 
number of years. 

In 1834, Colonel G. became an assistant on 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
railroad. In 1835, he was chief engineer cn 
the Greenville and Roanoke railroad. He 
next completed the Raleigh and Gaston rail- 
road. Early in 1842 he was appointed chief 
engineer of the state of Georgia. His special 
duty was the construction of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad between Atlanta and Chat- 
tanooga. One of his duties in this position 
was the location of the city of Atlanta, where 
the state road was to meet the line of roads 
from Charleston, through Augusta, and that 
from Savannah through Macon. 

When he performed this duty there was 
nothing but forests where Atlanta now stands. 
He had the first bush cut and the first cabin 
built asthe embryoof the future city. He 
claims no credit for the location of Atlanta, 
us there wasno difference of opinion as to 
the proper point for the junction of these 
three lines of road. After the location of the 
state depot at this spot, a Mr. Mitchell, who 
owned about 200 acres where the city now 
stands, offered it to Colonel Garnett for one 
thousand dollars. This offer was declined 
because he did notdeem it proper to speculate 
in land on the road of which he was chief 
engineer. He confesses that he had no pros- 
pective vision of the future greatness of 
Atlanta. Otherwise be might have resigned

his office and made the purchase. 

Aiter this he wus successively chief engineer 
of the Columbia and Charlotte road in South 
Carolina; the Nashville and Chattanooga 
road in Tennessee; the Virginia and Tennes- 
see rvad in Virginia, now a part of the great 
Norfolk and Western line; the Memphis and 
Alabama and 
Mississippi. and the York River railroad in 
Virginia. He then, on invitation of the em- 
peror, went to Brazil as the chief engineer of 
the Dom Pedro II railrodd. With the work 
on this road his active professional life closed.

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A Talk with Mr. John F. O’Brien—A New Schedule 
and More Tralas. 

O’Brien, superintendent of the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system 
of roads, reached Atlanta last night via the 
Western and Atlantic railroad in his special 
palace car. Mr. O’Brien took rooms at 
the Kimball, where he was in 
consultation with Major McCracken 
during the ev ening. He is on a.tour of in- 
spection, and to-day will leave Atlanta in 
company with Major McCracken to visit the 
portions of the road which have been com- 
pleted. He was looking exceedingly well 
and was in fine spirits. Last night he said to 
a CONSTITUTION reporter in answer to an in- 
quiry : 
“) have taken arun down from Knoxville 
to inspect those portions of the road which I 
have not yet seen. To-morrow Major Mc- 
Cracken and I will go up to Dallas and come 
back and go down to Macon. I will go on to 
Brunswick from that point. As I 
came down I inspected the new 
cut off = which we are building 
from near C calinneonn to a point near Dal- 
ton, called Cohutta, The cut off is only one 
mile longer for us from Chattanooga to Dalton 
than the State road is for that company. It 
is about twelve miles in length and makes 
the distance from Dalton to Chattanooga 17 
miles shorter than we now have to travel 
around by Cleveland. The cut off will be 
completed by the first of September. 

THE NEW SCHEDULE. 

A new schedule has been arranged for the 
road, and will go into effect on Sunday. A 
passe nger train will leave Dallas at 7:40 a. m., 
reach Atlanta at 10:20 and leave * 1:10 p. m., 
reaching Macon at 6:30 p. m.
